This was learned at the treasury 


toc'iay In connection with the state- 
ment from President Coolidge that 
he anticipated a surplus by June 30. 


Unless appropriations surpass all 


expectations, the treasury said, a sur- 
plus is certain. While estimates are 
more of a guess considering the un- 
certainty of appropriations, it was the 
opinion that the government would 
finish the fiscal year about $100,000,- 
000 ahead. 


These rates of in and outflow of 


cash indicate receipts of slightly over 
$3.900,000,000 and expenses of nearly 
$3,780,000.000 for the year. 
So far 


this year receipts are $129.000,^00 less 
than last year and expenditures $136,- 
000.000 greater. 


Treasury experts, however, declar- 


ed today that the surplus depends 
entirely iipon the appropriations made 
by congress prior to March 4 and such 
lunds as may be authorized for ex- 
penditure by the special session.
